Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The representative of the applicant asked for clarification of the final 
rejection and presented ideas of amendment to overcome the Green reference. The representative contended that 
Green does not teach a memory cartridge, as claimed in the present invention. The examiner contended that a broad 
definition of a memory cartridge is merely a removable memory device. The representative also stated that Green's 
use of a timer in his process is problematic and not used in the present invention. The examiner replied that this non- 
use of a timer is not in claim language, and, therefore, irrelevent. The representative told the examiner that an action 
may follow that better claims a memory cartridge and not using a timer device. 
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
